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‘I don’t blame him 
- it’s just so unfair’ 


Brother speaks out after one-punch killer locked up for Tomas’ manslaughter

THE brother of a man who 
was killed by a single punch 
says he does not feel any 
anger towards his killer - 
just anger at the unfair way 
he has lost him. 

Vaidas Juska paid an emo¬ 
tional tribute to his brother 
Tomas (pictured right), who 
was killed in a fracas outside 
Club Cookies in Dunstable 
last year. 

His attacker Cortney 
Batchelor was jailed for four 
years on Friday at Luton 
Crown Court for Tomas’ 
manslaughter. 

But in an emotional and 
dignified statement Vaidas 
paid tribute to his brother - 
and also revealed he did not 
blame Batchelor for the hor¬ 
rific results of his actions. 

Vaidas said: “I think about 
Tomas every single day of 
my life. 

“When I think about him I 
feel a mix of upset and 



anger. Not anger at who 
punched him but anger at 
the fact he is no longer with 
us. I do not blame the per¬ 
son who punched him 
because I realise that it 
takes two people to be 
involved in something like 
this but it doesn’t stop me 
thinking that what hap¬ 
pened isn’t fair and that it 
isn’t fair that Tomas was 
killed in such a way.” 

Batchelor, 21, of Paisley 
Close, was sentenced after 
being found guilty of man¬ 
slaughter following the 
death of 24-year-old Tomas, 


who died the day after the 
incident on August 23 last 
year. 

During the trial the jury 
heard how Batchelor 
approached Tomas outside 
of the club and punched 
him in the head, causing 
him to fall backwards and 
hit his head on the pave¬ 
ment, making a noise that 
witnesses said was ‘sicken¬ 
ing’. 

Detective Inspector Fraser 
Wylie, of the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire, and 
Hertfordshire Major Crime 
Unit, said that although 
Batchelor had not intended 
to kill Tomas, his actions 
had led to his death. 

He said: “I hope this will 
act as a lesson to other 
young people - it only takes 
one second and one punch 
to change the lives of so 
many people for the worse.”

Acid attack 
victim now 
in hospital 

A MAN who had acid thrown in his face has told 
how ‘the community came together’ to support 
him after the shocking attack. 

Atif Khan, who runs self-drive hire company 
Royal Rentals, was splashed with the 
corrosive substance on Thursday morning out¬ 
side the Royal Peri Peri chicken shop on 
Leagrave Road. 

Speaking exclusively to Luton on Sunday from 
his hospital bed in a specialist unit, the busi¬ 
ness owner said the vicious attack 
happened suddenly. 

Atif said: “It was not business related, it was 
just a personal issue and that’s about it. 

“But obviously a form of acid was thrown at 
me. It was very sudden. 

“I’m in hospital at the moment, I’m in a spe¬ 
cialist unit and I’m recovering.” 

A police cordon was set up outside the res¬ 
taurant, while the force also cordoned off a 
black BMW outside a row of shops as it carried 
out investigations. 

So far no-one has been arrested in connec¬ 
tion with the attack, which is said to have 
caused damage to the right side of Atif’s face. 

Bedfordshire Police confirmed it was called to 
reports of an ‘assault’ at 10.35am on Thursday 
and enquiries were ongoing. 

A spokesman for the East of England 
Ambulance Service said: “First resources were 
on scene in under four minutes and treated one 
patient for head injuries before conveying them 
to Luton and Dunstable Hospital (L&D) for fur¬ 
ther treatment.” 

Atif, who has now been transferred to another 
hospital from L&D, is hoping that the perpetra¬ 
tor is caught, and was pleased ‘the community 
had come together’ to wish him well. 

There was further drama in Bury Park on 
Thursday as police evacuated Conway Medical 
Centre on Westbourne Road due to a bomb 
threat. No bomb was found.

Two men die in 
fatal car collision

Luton taxi trade furious at 
airport - ‘jobs may be lost’

HACKNEY carriage taxi drivers 
fear they could lose their jobs - 
after they lost a contract to ferry 
passengers from Luton Airport. 

Luton Hackney Carriage 
Association has operated a taxi 
rank outside the terminal for the 
last 10 years. 

But London Luton Airport has 
decided not to renew the contract 
which ended in February and fol¬ 
lowing a tendering process has 
awarded it to London based firm

Addison Lee for five years. Workers 
from the new company will begin 


work at the airport in June - spell¬ 
ing problems for locals. 

Waqaas Mohuyddin, 37, is a rep¬ 
resentative for the taxi associa¬ 
tion, and the third generation of 
his family to cover the airport. 

He told Luton on Sunday : “The 
impact is going to be huge - there 
are 167 livelihoods at stake and 
jobs maybe lost. 

“We are all worried about what 
we are going to do. But we’re look¬ 
ing at signing on because there’s 
nothing in the town centre for us.” 

An online petition calling for a 
review of the decision has nearly 


reached 1,000 signatures. But 
Luton Aiport said drivers from 
other firms could still pick pas¬ 
sengers up from drop-off zones 
and car parks, and the decision to 
award Addison Lee the contract 
was to ‘ensure passengers receive 
the best service’. 

A spokesman said: “We under¬ 
stand why they are disappointed 
- but this has been a fair and open 
tender process. 

“We understand Addison Lee is 
talking to the local drivers to dis¬ 
cuss potential employment 
opportunities.” 
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Up to 50 new jobs at burger bar 


THE chief executive of an American 
burger chain has said he is ‘excited’ to 
be moving into Luton - and that up to 
50 jobs will be created as a result. 

Five Guys will open its 45th UK 
branch in St George’s Square next 
Sunday. 

A typical Five Guys restaurant 
employs between 35-45 people, and UK 
CEO John Eckbert also believes that the 
store will attract more than 3,000 cus¬ 
tomers each week. 


Explaining why the chain chose Luton 
to move to next, he said: “We think 
Luton is a good market as it has a good 
student population. 

“We targeted the top 100 commercial 
markets and Luton sits within that. 

“We’re moving into a beautiful build¬ 
ing in the town centre that is quite 
prominent - which is important as we 
don’t really do any advertising. 

“We rely on people discovering Five 
Guys by word of mouth or simply just 


by walking past a restaurant.” 

He also hinted that the success of 
another restaurant may also have 
played its part. 

“The town has quite a successful 
Nando’s, and people who like Nando’s 
typically also like our brand. 

“But the number one thing people 
want to see is a fresh meal, and at Five 
Guys everything is freshly prepared 
and we don’t use any freezers, which is 
challenging but rewarding.”

Teacher banned 
from classrooms

A JUNIOR school teacher 
who sent ‘sexually motivat¬ 
ed’ Facebook messages to a 
12-year-old boy has been 
banned from teaching. 

But some parents say they 
were horrified to find out 
about the teacher’s suspen¬ 
sion via this newspaper, 
instead of the school. 

A disciplinary panel in 
Coventry found Liam 
Leaning, 36, who taught at 
Hillborough Junior School, 
guilty of sexually motivated 
and unacceptable profes¬ 
sional conduct. 

After being banned from 
classrooms, parents were 
shocked to discover the true 
reason for the teacher’s 
departure. 

One parent, Siobhan 
Mclaughlin, wrote on Luton 
on Sunday’s Facebook page: 


“I’m going to be paying them 
a visit to be making my feel¬ 
ings pretty clear that it’s 
disgusting that parents have 
found out via the press.” 

Another wrote that school 
pupils were told that Mr 
Leaning ‘had gone on a break 
from teaching for a while’. 

Luton on Sunday first 
reported on the case last 
Saturday, one day after the 
disciplinary hearing was 
published on Friday, May 13. 

But a spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council said the 
school had notified 
parents as soon as possible, 
even though the panel deci¬ 
sion was made on April 29. 

The spokesman said: “The 
judgement was published 
late on Friday and a letter was 
issued at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity to parents on Monday, 
May 16 to reassure them that 
the child involved in this 
matter was not a current or 
former pupil of Hillborough 


Junior School. Safeguarding 
and promoting the welfare of 
children is given extremely 
high priority in the school, 
and parents are welcome to 
discuss any concerns they 
may have with the head¬ 
teacher.” 

In the exchanges between 
Mr Leaning and the boy there 
had been talk of relationships 
with sexual innuendos. 

Mr Leaning himself had 
admitted the exchanges 
between him and the boy in 
2014 were ‘inappropriate’ but 
had denied they were sexual¬ 
ly motivated. 

The National College for 
Teaching and Leadership 
(NCTL) disagreed and 
imposed an indefinite ban - 
although Mr Leaning could 
convince another panel that 
he is fit to return to teaching 
in three years time. 

The council spokesman 
added that the school ‘accept¬ 
ed the findings of the panel’.

We 
also witnessed a building 
concern at the end of the car¬ 
nival which had the potential 
for crime and disorder.” 

She went on to say that

‘undermine’ police strategy. 

Steve Farmer, the council’s 
environmental protection 
officer, added it could lead to 
‘public nuisance problems’. 

But restaurant owner Dillon 
Thelwell will try to convince 
the licensing panel to grant 
him his licence at a meeting 
tomorrow evening. 

He said: “People should 
enjoy themselves. It’s a carni¬ 
val so people should expect 
noise. The carnival is a 
positive event and Luton 
needs something like this.”

Children placed ‘at 
risk’ in illegal school

A CHILDREN’S charity has 
questioned the safety of 
pupils at a Luton school after 
an investigation by the 
schools watchdog revealed it 
was unregistered. 

Seven suspected illegal 
schools have received warn¬ 
ing notices - including one in 
Luton - from Ofsted’s chief 
inspector Sir Michael 
Wilshaw after an investiga¬ 
tion discovered more than 


100 unregistered schools 
across the country. 

In an open letter to 
Education Secretary Nicky 
Morgan, he said inspectors 
were ‘deeply alarmed’ to find 
so many illegal schools where 
children were being ‘hidden 
away’ from authorities. 

He said many were provid¬ 
ing ‘sub-standard education’ 
and ‘placing children at risk’. 

A local NSPCC spokesman 
for Luton said there were no 
guarantees employees had 
recieved proper background 
checks or safeguarding train¬ 


ing at the unregistered school 
in Luton. 

“It’s vital that every individ¬ 
ual who works with children 
passes these checks to help 
keep every child safe,” they 
added. 

Inspections at the illegal 
schools uncovered serious 
fire hazards, including inac¬ 
cessible fire escapes, and 
unhygienic premises. 

During one inspection chil¬ 
dren were allowed to eat their 
lunch in the same room 
where chemicals were stored 
in an unlocked cupboard.

Being first on the scene

FRIDAY and Saturday nights 
as a response officer are full 
of dealing with people who 
have had too much to drink, 
or who have got into a fight. 

So when we received a call 
over the radio in the early 
hours of Sunday, August 28, 
last year saying that some¬ 
one had been punched, we 
thought it was just a stand¬ 
ard job - it didn’t necessarily 
ring alarm bells. 

The defining point was 
when we heard the control 
room saying: “He’s down, 
he’s not getting up.” 

That was the moment 
where I looked at my col¬ 
league and we knew this 
was going to be a different 
situation to your average 
Saturday night brawl. 

We were the first officers 
out of the van. Almost 
instantly it was clear to us 
that he was unconscious and 
not breathing. 

We knew the ambulance 
was on the way, but we had 
to start CPR straight away. 

I knew that Tomas had 
potentially been punched, 
but I didn’t know anything 
else at the time. It wasn’t for 
me to worry about why or 
how this had happened. 

That was up to my col¬ 
leagues who were also on 
the same van that started 
the investigation process, 
cordoning off the area and 
identifying witnesses. 

The ambulance arrived 
within minutes and I contin¬ 
ued CPR while they set up. 

I remember the colour 
coming back to Tomas when 
they took over and where 
they stated that his heart 
was beating and no longer 
required compressions. 


I then heard the on scene 
Inspector give an update 
over the radio stating that 
CPR appeared to have 
worked. 

In that moment I thought it 
was all going to be ok. 

Sadly, Tomas did die. I was 
told that due to damage to 
the brain, he had no chance 
of survival. 

I might be a police officer 
but I’m also human, so it is 
upsetting to hear that anoth¬ 
er human is going to die - 
especially from something 
we now know was so trivial, 
something that should never 
have happened. 

Incidents like this are ten a 
penny - there are fights all 
the time. Tomas should have 
at worst been left with a 
black eye or suffering from a 
headache the next day after 
this type of incident. 

I should have been taking a 
statement from him - not 
trying to resuscitate him. 

I was gutted for all of my 
colleagues - we had all tried 
to do our best. 

As the investigation contin¬ 
ued it was evident that it 
was just one punch that 
caused Tomas’ death. 

Regardless of why that 
punch was thrown, the end 
result is hard to take in, it’s 
not proportionate. 

No-one could have predict¬ 
ed an evening out with 
friends would end like this. 

I was pleased the investi¬ 
gation led to a guilty verdict 
- but I didn’t feel any happi¬ 
ness about it. It’s tragic. 

But I know that we all did 
everything we could possibly 
do that night, and that’s 
what makes me proud to be 
a police officer.

A BIKER has helped organise 
an event where thousands of 
people will ride their motor¬ 
cycles to raise cash for army 
veterans.

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Voting system is 
just fine for MPs

BOTH Luton MPs have given 
their backing to the current 
voting system for elections. 

Labour shadow chancellor 
John McDonnell earlier this 
month called on his close 
ally Jeremy Corbyn to back a 
new proportional represen¬ 
tation voting system. 

But Luton’s Labour MPs 
Gavin Shuker and Kelvin 
Hopkins believe the current 
First Past the Post (FPTP) 
system is the best. 

The FTPT system sees 
voters select their favoured 
candidate, and the winner is 
the one with the most votes. 

However, often the overall 
result of an election using 
FPTP is not relative to the 
total number of votes cast. 

In the 2015 general election 
UKIP received 12.7 per cent 
of the popular vote, but just 
one of 650 parliament seats. 

Mr McDonnell was one of 
eight Labour MPs to write to 
Mr Corbyn calling for the 
Labour leader to back a 
proportional representation 
system, which would give 
voters the chance to rank 
candidates in order of prefer¬ 


ence. But according to Luton 
North MP Mr Hopkins, such 
a system would result in 
‘unstable’ governments. 

He said: “I am a firm 
supporter of the current First 
Past the Post voting system. 

“Proportional representa¬ 
tion systems mean that after 
many elections no party 
gains a majority and 
unstable coalitions are the 
result. 

“The manifestos that 
parties presented to the elec¬ 
torate are then negotiated 
away behind closed doors, 


with the outcome possibly 
being policies for which a 
majority may not have 
voted.” 

His Luton South colleague 
Mr Shuker added his support 
as FPTP was ‘easy to under¬ 
stand for voters’. 

But he added: “I support 
proportional based systems 
for virtually all other 
elections, including for the 
House of Lords.”

IT’S clear listening to 
Bedfordshire Police that 
allowing the prying eyes of a 
TV crew into their daily 
business in Luton is some¬ 
thing of a risk for them. 

The weekly Channel 4 
show ‘24 Hours in Police 
Custody’ has more than two 
million viewers - and all of 
them are on hand to judge 
the force’s performance. 

“It’s a gamble,” Deputy 
Chief Constable Mark 
Collins admits to Luton on 
Sunday. 

He’s speaking at a preview 
event this week held at 
BAFTA in London - screen¬ 
ing a show about a rape 
complaint that may not be 
broadcast until next series. 

“We are accountable to the 
public,” he says. 

“It is important we are 
completely transparent in 
everything we do. 

“Policing is a contact sport 
and the bottom line is I 
think we have a lot to gain. 

“It’s a gamble as we have 
no editorial control, but I 
think it’s important to take 
something on the chin when 
we have not got something 
right. And there are real 
gambles for officers out on 
the streets every day.” 

The show gives unprece¬ 
dented access to the film

crew, allowing them to film 
cases as they arrive through 
the door and the subsequent 
24 hours where officers have 
to charge or release them. 

Simon Ford is an executive 
producer for the show, and 
cannot quite believe the 
level of access he gets to film 
the programme. 

“I’m hugely grateful but 
also amazed at how open 
and transparent the force 
are,” he tells this paper. 


“We don’t approach the 
programme with an agenda, 
but we are interested in 
certain stories of course. 

“We don’t want to show 
endless people getting 
drunk in the town centre, 
but there is an element of 
just filming what comes 
through the door.” 

One of those stories recent¬ 
ly was the subject of a 
woman in Luton being

videos by her husband in an 
arranged marriage - who 
also had plans for her to 
travel to Syria and join ISIS. 

That particular show was 
criticised by Luton Borough 
Council leader Hazel 
Simmons for its ‘negative’ 
portrayal of the town.

A hot chocolate 
saved my life...

A TEENAGER has told how 
choking on a hot chocolate 
saved her life after it led to 
the chance discovery of 
potentially-fatal blood clots. 

Emma Carey, 18, from 
Caddington, was enjoying 
her favourite beverage with 
her childhood friend when 
an untimely joke left her 
coughing up a gulp full of 
Cadbury Fudge Highlights. 

But when she was still 
suffering the effects of the 
burns hours later, she went 
to get checked out at hospi¬ 
tal - only for scans to reveal 
the clump of clots which 
could have killed her if left 
untreated. 

The musical theatre sixth- 
form student, who will now 
have to resit her first year 
exams after being forced to 
drop out to recover, said: 
“We were just sitting there 
talking about things we did 
when we were little. 

“My friend Katherine’s 
mum Annelise said some¬ 
thing funny.. .and I just 
started laughing mid-sip. 

“I couldn’t stop laughing

and tried not to spit it out 
but it ran down my throat 
and felt like being stabbed 
in the chest.” 

Two hours later she was 
having trouble breathing 
and had pains in her throat 
and chest. 

She was taken to A&E at 
Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital following the 
incident on April 21. 


Her family feared she had 
scalded her throat but a 
series of tests to check for 
suspected pneumonia 
revealed the cluster of life- 
threatening blood clots in 
her right lung. 

Emma, who describes 
herself as ‘fit and healthy’, 
was shocked when she was 
told the silent but deadly 
blood clots could have 
shown no symptoms before 
killing her in a ‘sudden 
death’ scenario. 

It is believed the clotting 
was caused when Emma 
started taking the Rigevidon 
contraceptive pill just two 
weeks earlier. 

Emma said: “It was the 
scariest thing that anyone 
could have said to me. 

“I was basically told I was 
a ticking time bomb. 

“At first it took a while to 
sink in.. .1 didn’t think 
anything like this could 
happen to me. 

“On the one hand I’m real¬ 
ly lucky they found them so 
quickly, but I was only on 
the pills for two weeks, so it 
is quite scary they could 
develop so fast.”

Family delayed 
in getting son’s 
body home 

THE body of a man killed in 
Luton this month cannot yet 
be released to his home coun¬ 
try of Ireland for burial. 

Kevin Kelly, 27, died after an 
altercation in Upper George 
Street on May 1. 

The cause of death was a 
traumatic subarachnoid 
haemorrhage - bleeding in the 
area between the brain and 
the thin tissues that cover it. 

A 23-year-old man was 
arrested in connection with 
the death and has been bailed 
on suspicion of manslaughter. 

A spokeswoman for the fam¬ 
ily said this week: “The main 
priority is to get him home 
with his family to be buried.” 

But senior coroner, Tom 
Osborne, said at the opening 
of the inquest into his death 
on Monday: “Due to the cir¬ 
cumstances of the death and 
the likelihood of an upcoming 
criminal case I cannot release 
the body but once someone is 
charged I can file for a release 
in 28 days.”

Striking out over 
‘unfair’ pay rises

UNIVERSITY staff are set to strike next week 
over pay ‘double-standards’. 

University of Bedfordshire’s (UoB) vice 
chancellor Bill Rammell has seen his pay 
package, including pension payments, rise 
£10, 000 to £260k. 

Meanwhile UoB dropped ten places to 120 
out of 127 in the Complete University Guide. 

Last year university staff told this newspa¬ 
per of their ‘terror’ after being asked to apply 
for voluntary redundancy. 

University and Colleges Union’s Jane 
Thompson said: “The double standards in 


university pay are a disgrace, and being felt 
acutely by staff across our region. 

“Whilst vice chancellor pay continues to 
rise, the majority of academic staff have seen 
the value of their pay fall by 14.5 per cent in 
six years, with job insecurity rife. The nation¬ 
al 1.1 per cent pay offer does nothing to 
address these issues, so no wonder staff in 
Bedfordshire are backing strike action.” 

A Uni of Beds spokeswoman said:“The vice 
chancellor personally requested the board of 
governors that his payrise should not exceed 
the pay increase range for the other 120 sen¬ 
ior staff at the university, which in turn does 
not exceed the increase range for all univer¬ 
sity staff.”

Downton writer's former rural retreat 



DOWNTON Abbey creator 
Julian Fellowes first started 
writing drama in the attic of his 
parents’ home, putting on plays 
for their friends. 

The budding playwright went 
on to become an actor in the ‘80s 
and ‘90s and even starred in the 
West End, but since his 
screenplay Gosford Park won an 
Oscar in 2002 he’s sensibly 
decided to stay behind the 
scenes. 

With some Downton fans still 
mourning the series’ passing, 
the busy wordsmith has moved 
on, releasing his new novel, a 
historical drama set in London 
during the 1840s, in instalments 
via an app and is now scripting a 
new TV period drama series in 
the US. 

His family moved here to this 
rural spot in Chiddingly near 
Heathfield in East Sussex when 
Fellowes was 10, although he 
was at boarding school in 
Yorkshire much of the time. 

After his mother died in 1980, 
Fellowes bought the house from

Home to cricket's founding father 


THE original ‘beard that was 
feared’, WG Grace was a 
Victorian sporting superstar. 

More legends surround the 
famous batsman than any other 
cricketer and according to one 
anecdote, he once told an official 
who had judged him out by LBW: 
“They came to see me bat, not 
you umpire.” 

The 22-stone roly-poly figure 
was nothing like today’s trim 
professionals; with his battered 
white hat, rolled up sleeves, 
trousers tugged high and large 
beard hanging down to his chest. 
As a practising doctor, Grace was 
nominally an amateur cricketer 
and played his cricket in an era 
of poor pitches and limited 
practice time, but he’s widely 
considered one of its 
greatest-ever players. 

Known variously as the 
Champion, the Doctor, or the 
Grand Old Man, WG (William 


Gilbert) dominated the sport 
during his career, and captained 
England, Gloucestershire and 
Marylebone Cricket Club. Over 
five decades he scored a 
staggering 54,211 first-class runs, 
including 124 centuries, and took 
2,809 wickets and 876 catches. 

Grace was born in 1848 and 
grew up in this three-storey 
building in Bristol with his eight 
siblings. Rather fittingly, the 
grade two listed Downend House 


overlooks a cricket ground and 
is on the market for £595,000.

Toyota’s bold new concept 


BY STEWART SMITH 

TOYOTA has come up with a 
concept design that turns the 
GT86 sports car into an estate. 

The prototype has been 
developed by Toyota Australia’s 
design team and has been hand- 
built in Japan under the direction 
of Toyota’s global sports car 
division. 

The Shooting Brake concept, 
which adds new hatchback 
styling to the rear of the GT86, 
was unveiled in Sydney by GT86 
chief engineer Tetsuya Tada. 

Its designers say the lines of the 
prototype are still sporty, but it’s 
more practical as it allows the 
roof to be used to carry 
surfboards, bikes or storage pods 
for a weekend away while the 
larger opening of the new boot 
enables much easier loading. 

Mr Tada said he was inspired to 
support the project after being 
shown a one quarter-scale clay 
model of the concept during a 
visit to Australia in 2014. 

At the world reveal he said: “It is 
a fully functioning, drivable vehi¬ 
cle that has been put through its 
paces on Toyota test tracks. 

“The GT86’s nicely weighted 
and direct steering ensures the 
car retains the coupe’s involving 
driving experience with a slightly 
more neutral feel in tight 



corners.” Brad Cramb, of Toyota 
Australia, said the concept’s 
shooting brake name reflected 
how the design gives the GT86 
more rear head room and luggage 
space. He added: “The Toyota 
GT86 lends itself perfectly to a 
concept that expands its appeal 


with added versatility, while 
retaining its sleek and sporty 
coupe styling and sharp, respon¬ 
sive driving character. 

Mr Tada said Toyota wanted to 
gauge reaction to the concept, 
and although it has been 
produced as an internal design 


study, there are no plans for 
production, but went on to say: 
“While we never say never, and I 
would love this concept to 
become a production reality, it is 
very much a concept that demon¬ 
strates the passion within Toyota 
for cars that are fun to drive.”

Take a look inside...

VOLKSWAGEN finally launched 
the Golf Estate Alltrack in the 
UK last December - almost a 
year after other manufacturers 
in the VW Group had launched 
their offerings on the same 
platform. 

Surprisingly the Golf Alltrack 
is having to play catch-up with 
the Skoda Octavia Scout and the 
Seat Leon X-Perience, its sibling 
rivals. Essentially VW has taken 
the popular Golf Estate and 
given it a macho makeover to 
turn it into the Alltrack. 

As a result it is taller, has four- 
wheel-drive and boasts body 
cladding to protect it if owners 
want to take it onto the rough 
stuff. It comes in a variety of 
petrol or diesel engines and 
there is also a choice of manual 
or automatic gearboxes. 

The suspension has been raised 
to cope with light off-road duties 
but this has not damaged the 
car’s ride in any way and actually 
seems to have improved it. 

The handling is also just as 
sharp and the four-wheel-drive 
system makes the Alltrack feel 
very secure in the wet. 

This car came with the largest 
of the three diesel engines on 
offer, the 2.0-litre 184ps unit 


coupled to the excellent DSG 
automatic gearbox. 

It offers loads of torque and re¬ 
finement and delivers its power 
quietly and without fuss. 

As you would expect, econo¬ 
my does drop down to a claimed 
57.6mpg from the 67mpg of 
the front-wheel-drive only Golf 
Estate but the good news is that 
you will get quite close to that 
figure. 

The cabin is premium quality 
and provides comfort for five 
along with all the latest features 
for your convenience and the 
latest in-car entertainment and 
communication systems.

Nissan LEAF and 
battery manufacturing was launched in the UK in 2013 and 
supports over 2,000 jobs at Nissan and in its UK suppliers.

Excitement now 
builds for great 
sporting summer 


THE start of England's first 
Test Match of the season is 
gauged by many as the start¬ 
ing point of the British sport¬ 
ing summer and there seems 
to be more to look forward to 
than ever this year. 

On the subject of cricket, it’s 
been a fantastic start to the 
season for Bedfordshire, who 
have won all four of their 
group games in qualifying for 
the quarter finals of the 
Unicorns Knockout Trophy. 

It’s not often a player who 
still has ambitions of playing 
for England turns out for 
them, but Luton’s Monty

It may not be an Ashes 
summer (for once), but 


cricket will be making head¬ 
lines again, even though it 
will do well to knock football 
off the back pages this year. 

Football fans don’t often get 
much of a chance to get with¬ 
drawal symptoms these days, 
but it’s fair to say there’s no 
chance of that happening 
this summer with Euro 2016 
getting underway in less than 
three weeks. 

The fact that it’s also the 
first European Championship 
with 24 countries involved 
means it’s bigger than ever, 
though whether that means 
it’s better remains to be seen. 

Plus, there’s more home 
nations interest in a major 
competition since the 1986 



World Cup with Wales and 
Northern Ireland making the 
hop across the Channel with 
England - and if that fails, the 
Republic of Ireland are there 
too. 

There are the usual high¬ 
lights of Wimbledon, The 
Open, the British Grand Prix 
and the Tour de France and 
there are the summer rugby 
tours with England heading 
to Australia, and Wales faced 
with the daunting task of New 


Zealand. But the pinnacle of 
the months ahead is surely 
the Olympics (even though 
I’ll be shot down by some 
football fans for saying that). 

Great Britain would do 
incredibly well if they were to 
match the 65 medals won in 
2012, but the signs are good 
that Team GB will make a 
good fist of trying to do that. 

The European Swimming 
Championships at the London 
Aquatics Centre this week 


gave us a little taster of the 
excitement ahead of us, 
particularly if Adam Peaty 
continues to be so dominant 
in the 100m breaststroke. 

The 21-year-old is the world 
record holder in that event 
and despite him not even 
being in peak condition, his 
fellow competitors couldn’t 
get near him as he won gold. 

He’s already a household 
name, but the Games could 
make him a superstar.

Pickard fires Bedfordshire to top spot 


CRICKET 


AN explosive century by Michael Pickard helped 
Bedfordshire to a dramatic victory at 
Hertfordshire last Sunday as they ensured they 
finished top of Group Four in the Unicorns 
Knockout Trophy. 

On what was a good batting track at 
Harpenden, Beds maintained their 100 per cent 
record in the competition by chasing down a 
huge target of 344 in what was their final group 
fixture. 

Opening batsman Eddie Ballard struck 111 off 
98 balls, including 17 fours, as Hertfordshire 
made the visitors toil in the field before eventu¬ 
ally being bowled out for 343, although Colin 
Griggs was to take 3-48. 

Bedfordshire then recovered from a poor start 
to their reply, but they looked set to fall short 
despite Charlie Thurston’s 91 off 75 deliveries. 

But Pickard produced a match-winning 
100 not out off 81 balls (11 fours, three 
sixes) as part of an unbroken stand of 
96 for the eighth wicket with Jason 
Jakeman as they reached their 
target with five deliveries left. 

Hertfordshire won the toss and 
chose to bat and James Southgate 
and Ballard were to pile on 195 for 
the host’s opening wicket, with the 
latter completing his century off 90 
balls. 

Luke Thomas finally broke through for 
Beds in the 30th over when he bowled Ballard 
and Southgate followed in the next over for an 
excellent 81 when George Thurstance sent his 
stumps tumbling. 

Thurstance then struck again to remove Steve 
Gale (14) but Reece Hussain thrashed 50 off 
just 33 deliveries. He perished on 58 when he 
became Beds captain Andy Reynoldson’s first 
victim and Hertfordshire wicketkeeper Daniel 
Blacktopp was then run out by Dean Bryce 
without facing a ball. 

Jakeman struck four balls later when he 
removed Joe Cooke for just a single and the 
same man bowled James Scott before Griggs 
dismissed Herts captain Ben Frazer for 42. 

Griggs then claimed the wickets of Syed 




Kazmi and Ed Wharton in the final over 
to polish off Hertfordshire’s tail. 

But Bedfordshire’s reply began with 
Ben Howgego being bowled by Gurjit 
Sandhu off the very first ball and 
Thomas was to face 10 deliveries 
without scoring before the same man 
claimed his wicket. 

A partnership of 103 for the third 
wicket between Thurston and Thurstance 
helped to stabilise the visitors’ innings, but 
Thurstance fell on 39 off the bowling of 
Soutgate and Kazmi then dismissed Reynoldson 
for a four-ball duck before Thurston perished 
nine runs short of 100 when he was bowled by 
Cooke. 

Sandhu then made Callum Berrill (23) his next 
victim, with Frazer the catcher, and things were 
now looking bleak with Beds reduced to 165-6. 

Pickard had arrived at the crease by this 
point, but he looked to be running out of part¬ 
ners once Southgate claimed the wicket of 
‘keeper Greg Barden (35). 

But he was to complete a fantastic century in 
the penultimate over as he and Jakeman guided 
their side to a memorable win, secured by 
Jakeman’s four off Frazer in the final over. 
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Jack ‘never saw it coming’

JACK Marriott claims he's overa¬ 
chieved this season by finishing as 
Luton's top goalscorer - a feat he 
couldn't have envisaged when the 
Hatters signed Craig Mackail-Smith 
last summer. 

The 21-year-old was a little known 
prospect when he moved from 
Ipswich on a free as the first of 12 
summer recruits, while the last of 
those was the marquee capture of 
the more established Scottish inter¬ 
national and Brighton & Hove 
Albion’s 2011 record signing. 

Mackail-Smith certainly began the 
campaign as the main man up front 
and netted three in his first eight 
games, but he only struck once more 
in a total of 34 appearances and saw 
his season end in March with an 
ankle injury. 

In his first full Football League 
season, Marriott was initially 
deployed as substitute, but he made 
a big impact, bagging a brace in his 
first start, and finished with a dou¬ 
ble against Exeter on Saturday to 
take his final tally to 16. 

“I certainly didn’t see that com¬ 
ing,” Marriott said of outscoring 


Mackail-Smtih, who he admitted 
had been unlucky with injuries, 
adding: “He’s a great pro and I’ve 
learned a lot from him and I get on 
really well with him.” 

After two years on six different 
loan spells while at Portman Road, 


Marriott admitted that his initial 
aims when he joined Luton were 
rather more modest. 

“[It was] just to be a regular first- 
team player, between starts and the 
bench, so that people look at me and 
think, ‘he’s a first-team player, rath¬ 


er than a youngster’, and I’d like to 
think I’ve achieved that, especially 
given the amount of goals I’ve 
scored,” he said. 

“In terms of goals, I think I’ve over¬ 
achieved from what I kind of expect¬ 
ed. I always want to score but to get 


16 in my first real season, I couldn’t 
be happier. That’s very pleasing and 
something that I’m very proud of.” 

But, despite Marriott’s individual 
success - which also included being 
‘surprised and shocked’ at sweeping 
four gongs at the end-of-season 
awards - the season, from a team 
perspective, fell short of the mark. 

He said: “It’s very pleasing, person¬ 
ally, to get the goals I have in the 
number of starts I’ve had (20) and to 
have a good minutes to goals ratio is 
really, really quite pleasing. 

“But to miss out on the play-offs; I 
think we all expected and hoped for 
more this season and we’re all bit¬ 
terly disappointed but we’ll only use 
that as motivation for next season.” 

Marriott was compared by former 
Luton teammate Jake Howells to ex- 
Hatters striker Andre Gray, who 
finished as top scorer in the 
Championship in his first season at 
Burnley following a £9 million move. 

It’s a comparison that Marriott is 
flattered by, as he said: “He’s [Gray] a 
hell of a player and he’s got a lot of 
very good attributes and he wouldn’t 
be at the top of the Champ, just 
promoted to the Premier League, for 
any other reason. He’s the top goal- 
scorer in the Championship and 
that takes some doing, but yeah, 
that’s a hell of a compliment. That’s 
what I strive to get to.”

LUTON Town manager 
Nathan Jones has contin¬ 
ued to trim his squad 
ahead of this summer’s 
rebuilding job by releas¬ 
ing goalkeeper Elliot 
Justham and midfielder 
Matt Robinson. 

Both players had been 
contracted to the Hatters 
until 2017, but they have 
agreed to be released from 
their deals a year early and 
are free to find new clubs 
this summer. 

The duo’s departure 
means 11 players have now 
been released by Luton 
after the end of the 2015/16 
season, after Jake Howells, 
Alex Lawless and Paul 
Benson were among the 
initial group to be let go 
last week. 

What is for certain now is 
that Town will be bringing 
in a new goalkeeper this 
summer after 25-year-old 
Justham’s three-year spell 
with the club was brought 
to an end. 

It follows the departure 
of veteran Mark Tyler, who 
is now goalkeeping coach 


at Peterborough, although 
whether this means a 
return for Jonathan 
Mitchell after his loan from 
Derby in the season just 
gone remains to be seen. 

Justham made 40 appear¬ 
ances for the Hatters after 
signing from non-league 
East Thurrock United as an 
understudy to Tyler in the 
summer of 2013, including 
16 this season. 

Jones told Luton’s web¬ 
site: “I spoke to Elliot at the 
end of the season to 
explain that I would be 
bringing in another goal¬ 
keeper and he asked if I 
could guarantee him regu¬ 
lar first team football - I 
said I couldn’t and we 
talked through the 
situation. 

“A few days later he 
approached me and said 
that he wants to play regu¬ 
lar senior football - some¬ 
thing I understand but 
cannot guarantee here - 
and we eventually agreed 
that it might be best for all 
parties if he left the club.” 

Robinson arrived at 
Kenilworth Road in 2012 
after he was released by 
Leicester City and he 
played 46 times for the 
Hatters, scoring three 
goals. 


He was part of the Luton 
squad that won promotion 
back to the Football League 
in 2013/14, but the 21-year- 
old has found first-team 
football hard to come by in 
the last two years and has 
spent time on loan at 
Kidderminster, Grimsby 
and Woking. 

Jones said: “Matt has not 
been involved with the 
first team this season and 
at just shy of his 22nd 
birthday it is important 
that he doesn’t spend 
another season in limbo - 
he needs to be playing 
regularly and establishing 
his career again. 

“We had a good chat - he 
understands my position 
and I certainly respect his 
need to move on - so it was 
an easy decision in the 
end. 

“Both lads have been 
excellent professionals and 
haven’t caused me any 
problems whatsoever - 
each of their circumstanc¬ 
es are slightly different, 
but in the end we felt, in 
each case, that it is the 
right thing to do for Luton 
Town Football Club and 
the players themselves. I 
hope they each go on to 
enjoy the next chapters in 
their careers.”
